a dose. 
Smith 
contended 
that 
singling 
out the price of one out of many 
products of a firm could mislead 
the public. 
Vigorously 
defending 
medicine 
pi it c> iu reasonable, he said:

drugs if the price of medicine in 
the past few years had gone up 
only as much as the total cost of 
living.’’ 
He -aid drug prices rose 3 per 
cent m the last 10 years while the

durtnal products went up 22 per 
cent

under the fiee enterprise system .

Far from any monopoly, Smith 
said, the United States leads the 
world in the discovery and devel­ 
opment of new 
medical prepara­ 
tions because of intense competi­ 
tion among the f.300 firms which 
manulacture prescription drug* in 
the Un ted States. 
No single company among them, 
he said, has as much as 10 per 
cent of the industry's total sales. 
He urged the subcommittee to find 
that his is one of the most com ­ 
petitive industries it has ever ex ­ 
amined. 
Smith gave a step by step ac- 
c »unt of what he sa.d goes into 
the cost of developing and m ar­ 
keting a new medicine—or celling 
an established one. 
He said research and develup- 
ment m ts are major items, and 
so is the use of specialists known 
as “d ‘ail men."
